Ata press conference on October 
15th, 1987, Redeemer College and 
Festival Music announced a new 
chamber orchestra series for the 
Ancaster area. The College, in 
conjunction with Mr. Boris Brott, 
principal conductor of the Ha mil- 
ton Philharmonic and the Ontario 
Place Pops Orchestras, will pres- 
ent ‘Stained Glass’, a series of 
three concerts featuring visual 
effects to classical and contem 
rary music, at the Redeemer Col- 
lege Concert Hall. 

“Lam thrilled to be able to 
present a series of concerts of 
basically baroque music in the ex- 
cellent accoustic atmosphere of 
Ancaster’s Redeemer College. 
Further, the College's new 
tracker action Dutch organ 1s 
among the finest instruments in 
North America and Iam looking 
forward to making music with 
it,” said Boris Brott. 

‘Festival of Light’, the first 
concert which is to be held on De- 
cember 2nd, 1987, will feature 





Christmas and Hannukah music 
performed by the Redeemer Col- 
lege Choir, and the Hamilton 
Philharmonic Orchestra under 
the direction of Boris Brott. 

The second concert called 
‘Viva Vivaldi’, with soloist 
Suzanne Shulman, will be held 
on January 20th, 1988. 

Anew work will be per- 
formed as part of “Amadeus”, 
the third concert in the series, to 
be held on March 23rd, 1988. 
Chris Teeuwsen, organist and 
Assistant Professor of Music, first 
heard the 28 minute, unpublished 
Haydn Organ Concerto H XVIII 
No. 2 in D major in Holland in 
1985. Currently, the work which 
is written for organ and orches- 
tra, is in print with Doblinger in 
Germany. 

“We are delighted to be able 
to present a concert series of such 
fine calibre,” says Henry De Bol- 
ster, President of the College.

REDEEMER COLLEGE 
ACCEPTED AS FULL 
AUCC MEMBER 


Ancaster, Ont., October 13th, 1987 
— On October 8, 1987, at a mem- 
bership meeting in Calgary, Al- 
berta, the presidents of approxi- 
mately 80 Canadian universities 
and colleges voted unanimously 
to accept Redeemer College as a 
full (ordinary) member of the 
Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada (AUCC). 

“AUCC membership means 
that the College is recognized by 
its peers as an equal with all 
university level institutions,” 
says Justin Cooper, Vice Presi- 
dent Academic at Redeemer 
College. We may now exercise all 
rights and privileges of a member 
institution.” For example, the 
College now meets qualifications 
to apply for Ontario teachers’ cer- 
tification. 

Redeemer College, which 
was a provisional member of the 
AUCC since 1985, was accepted 
on a strong recommendation in 
June by the AUCC Visiting 
Committee. Visiting Committee 
member, and President of Simon 
Fraser University, William Say- 
well, motioned that the College 
be accepted. “We came unexpect- 
edly, saw an ordinary day at the 
College, and were really im- 
pressed with what we saw. I en- 
thusiastically endorse their accep- 
tance.” Key areas that Dr. Say- 
well identified as highly im- 
proved (compared to a previous 
visit. ed.) were: increased course 
offerings with additional full 
time faculty, impressive labora- 
tory facilities, an excellent library 
with strengthened holdings in 
Canadian works, and increased 
student enrollment. He added, 
“Many of us would be envious of 
the facilities.”ee 
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THREE HUNDRED SENIORS LISTEN, ENJOY AND 
LEARN AT REDEEMER COLLEGE 


“T live for this day. It’s the 
greatest day in the year for me,” 
admitted a guest to President 
Henry De Bolster at Redeemer 
College’s Sixth Annual Senior - 
Citizens’ Day held on October 
29th, 1987. 

This year 300 guests thrilled 
to the experience of “a little bit of 
home” as the majestic voices of 
the College’s new tracker organ 
filled the auditorium and trans- 
ported them to another time. 
This year’s visitors were the 
first to listen to and sing with the 
new instrument which was 
completed by Mr. Han Reil of the 
Netherlands just the night before. 

Mr. Reil, who spent several 
weeks at the College intonating 
and tuning the instrument, 
briefly described how the organ 
represents the voices of men, 
women, children, grandpas, 
grandmas and even babies. Chris 
Teeuwsen, Assistant Professor of 
Music, and the College’s organist, 
demonstrated the sounds as he 
spoke. For example, said Mr. Reil, 
babies voices are too shrill by 
themselves, but together with 
others, blend into a choir of 
sound. 

Dr. Harry Van Belle, Profes- 
sor of Psychology, also spoke to 
the guests and exhorted them to 
respond to a special task - that of 
story telling. “My point is that 
you are sitting on a treasure... I 
would like to urge you to be busy 
with your life review for the gen- 
erations to come and for your 
own life satisfaction.” 


He suggested that senior 
citizens either write or record 
their life experiences. “If you do 
this systematically, starting with 


the earliest experience you can 


remember, and working your 

way to the present, you will find 
that a meaningful pattern will 
emerge. The punch line will 
inevitably appear.” He stressed 
how important it is for immigrant 
people to nurture their back- 
grounds and traditions, and pass 
them on to subsequent generations. 

“As long as Redeemer 
College has professors like this 
one, they'll be okay,” said Mr. 
George Hultink of St. Catharines, 
“but they had better be like this 
one!” 

Visitors were also treated to 
a preview of 3 movements of 
Vivaldi’s ‘Gloria’ by the Re- 
deemer College choir under the 
direction of Chris Teeuwsen. The 
segments are part of the first 
Stained Glass Series concert to be 
held on December 2nd at the 
College together with conductor 
Boris Brott, and the Hamilton 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 

For those who attended, the 
day was like a reunion. Friends 
renewed acquaintances, ex- 
changed greetings, and mingled 
in clusters in the hallways. “It has 
always been that way,” said 
President De Bolster. “Last year 
two school friends met who 
hadn’t seen each other for 40 
years.” He felt that the day was 
the best of all Senior Citizens’

During August, 1987, Redeemer 
College officials awarded stu- 
dents an unbudgeted $440,000 in 
tuition assistance because the 
Ontario Student Assistance 
Program (OSAP) failed to award 
grants according to a formula 
reported to College administra- 
tion in 1985. The amount, which 
currently represents a deficit to 
the College, is the difference for 
each student between the amount 
expected from OSAP and the 


FOUNDATION STARTED TO BENEFIT COLLEGE 


In March, 1987, Mr. Nick Van 
Duyvendyk, chairman of the 
Redeemer College Board of 
Governors, together with Dr. 
Dick Kranendonk, Vice President 
(Administration and Finance) 
and President Henry De Bolster, 
formulated plans to incorporate a 
Foundation for Redeemer Col- 
lege. 

To date, the Foundation has 
received its charter (letters 
patent), and its charitable regis- 
tration number from the provin- 
cial government. It will operate 
legally as a separate body under 
the leadership of its Executive 
Director, Mr. Van Duyvendyk. 
The Vice President (Administra- 
tion and Finance) and President 
of the College are to be ‘ex officio’ 
members of the Foundation’s 
board. 

The concept was to create an 
independent body whereby 
funds could be raised outside the 
operating budget to reduce debt 
on the College, provide financial 
assistance for student needs, and 
fund ongoing College research. 
For example, the Foundation is 
expected to benefit the College in 
dealing with tax complexities, 
and to benefit the children and 
grandchildren of its members. A 
member will be able to designate 
beneficiaries of his gift in any 


year subsequent to his year of 
donation. Therefore, any student 
of the member’s choice will be 
able to receive a Foundation 
grant, provided the student has 
been declared eligible for finan- 
cial assistance by the College. 
This will replace the former 
Bursary Fund since all rights 
under the Bursary Fund have 
been transferred to the Founda- 
tion. 

For its first project, the 
Foundation is embarking on a 
membership drive in order to 
eliminate the unbudgeted deficit 
of $440,000 resulting from 
financial assistance given to 
students whose needs were not 
fully met by OSAP. A contribu- 
tion of $1,000 or more will ensure 
membership in the Foundation. 

The first membership 
meeting will be held in March 
1988. Members will have the 
opportunity to nominate and 
elect the Foundation’s board, and 
determine the number of board 
members to be elected. 

In 1989, Mr. VanDuyvendyk 
who is currently the Assistant 
Deputy Minister of Finance for 
Transport Canada, will retire 
from that position and will join 
the Foundation full time at the 
cost of $1.00 per year to the 
Foundation. ° 


amount granted. 

Had the difference not been 
supplied by the College, the 
ability of many students to begin 
their studies this fall would have 
been threatened. “The College 
has a policy that no qualified 
student must be denied a Chris- 
tian education for a demon- 
strated lack of finances,” says 
Dick Kranendonk, Vice President, 
Administration and Finance, for 
the College, “and we had to act 
quickly, to help these students 
since the amount not given by 
OSAP represented a true need, 
and we couldn’t expect students 
to have to meet it.” He adds, “We 
weren’t notified by OSAP of any 
pending changes in methods of 
calculation.” 

Contrary to information 
provided in 1985, OSAP officials — 
had classified the College in the 
trade and Bible school category 
which allows a maximum of only 
$3,000 per student instead of 
$5,400 maximum available to 
university students. 

The problem is being re- 
viewed by local Member of 
Parliament, Chris Ward. 

The College is also attempt- 
ing to recoop the $440,000, but 
response from OSAP is slow, and 
Dr. Kranendonk is cautious. 
“These problems are not going to 
be resolved before next year. 
Membership can help this issue 
by contacting their local MPP and 
by writing a letter to OSAP.” 

Should the partial or full 
amount become available from 
OSAP, the money raised by the 
Foundation will be allocated to 
helping reduce the cost of educa- 
tion for all students.
